DR. PETER SMITH (classics) invites anyone with a 
taste for history or mystery to attend a forthcoming 
lecture on epigraphy -- the science of deciphering 
inscriptions and interpreting them historically. 

The lecture, "Documents of the Athenian Empire," 
will be given (with slide illustrations) at 12:30 p.m. 
November 27 in Cornett 108. Speaker is Dr. Malcolm 
F. McGregor, head of UBC's classics department. He 
will assume that his audience has no prior knowledge 
of the subject. 

A publisher in Mexico City is planning a Spanish 
translation of Changing Concepts of Science , a 
university text written by DR. HUGH GRAYSON-SMITH 
(physics). 

The governments of West Germany and the Netherlands 
offer fellowships and scholarships for study in 
their respective countries.
